T hath alway been, and ſtill is the Ve. 
thod of the adverſaries to Truth, to 
make Calumnies and Falſhood, the 
greateſt part of their offenſive Ar» 
mour; haying learned that old Greek 
advice, That toCalumniate ffoutly, 

for that how perfefily the wound of reproch be 

bealed, there will remain a ſcar ;, and though 
we wipe away with never ſo mach care the 
dirt thrown at #s , ſome ſnllage will be left 
behinde : Accordingly this was the Expedi- 
ent the Pagans uſed againſt the Primitive 

Chriſtians, to put them in the Skins of 

Beaſts, and ſhapes of Monſters , and then 

worry them to death. Had this been only 

the ſtratapem of Heathens, the wonder had 
long ſince ceaſed : But alas | theſe Unchri- 
ſtian Weapons haye been too much uſed in 

Chriſtian Warfare; as if Chriſtianity could 

not ſubſiſt without a Heatheniſh Auxiliary, 
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a? 
It is fad to obſerve theſe Pagan Copies, ſo 
often tranſcribed by Chriſtian Combatants, 
who though they pretend to advance 
Truth, yet make Calumny and Falſhood 
their Inſtruments, Now that theſe have 
been the chief Weapons of Mr. Danſon's 
Warfare, together with his idle and bald Si- 
militudes , his Illogical Arguing , his giving 
the go-by to that he could not anſwer , his 
notorious falſifying of what was both ſaid 
and Printed, with which not only his dif- 
puting , but his late Book abounds withall 
rhe evincing whereof is the ground of this 
preſent Undertaking, 

I ſhall begin with his Calumniating, where- 
with he begins his Book, telling the Reader 
in the very beginnirg of his Epiſtle, That 7 
am guilty of ſuch Immorality in Conver ſa- 
tion, that they are aſhamed of me that do a- 

ree with me in Opinion; again, that 1 am 
guilty of deteſtable Arrianiſme, and denying 
the Geahead of Chrift, and that I have never 
repentea of it as he knows of , and therefore all 
Chriſtians by Profeſſion have cauſe to be a- 
(amed of me, &c, Upon the whole of this 
Charge, I ſhall make theſe modeſt De- 
mands, 

Firſt , What Mr. Da»y/on means by Im- 
morality > Forif by Immorality he means a 
coming ſhort ot the ſtriftneſs of the Moral 

Law,

Law, which is to [oye God with all my heart, 
and my neighbour as my ſelf, I mult with the 
reſt of mankind plead uilty; and if this be 
Mr. Danſey's meaning, he ſhould not have 
thrown the firſt ſtone till himſelf had been 
without fin: Bur if by Immorality he means 
fome capital and notorious Crimes, ( for 
that ſeems to be his meaning , becauſe he 
ſaith they are ſuch, for which th:ſe are aſha- 
med of me that agree with me in Opinion ) [ 
here upon demand. 

Secondly, Whether Mr. Dann chargeth 
me with Immorality upon his own know- 
ledpe, or upon hear-ſay and report? If upon 
his own knowledge, why did he not uſe 
means to reclaim me before he did publickly 
defame me? and inſtance the particular Ads 
wherein I was thus guilty , together with 
the names of bis Evidences : If Mr. Danſon 
had this ſtory of my Immorality but upon 
report, I demand whether it is not groſs Im- 
morality, contrary to the Law of God and 
Nature, not only to take up, but to Print a 
report or reproch againſt ones neighbour ? 
It's contrary to the Law of Nature, becauſe 
Mr. Danſe» would not be ſo ſerved himſelf, 
contrary to the written Law of God, Levir, 
19. 16, Pſal. 15.3. fer. 20. 10, Exth, 22.9. 
which expreſly fordids taking up reports a- 
ePainſt our neighbour. | 
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Thirdly, I demand whether Mr, Da»ſos 
thinks George Whitehead did well to report, 
and Print in his Book of the Divinity of 
Chriſt, Page 4g. that he was given to game- 
ing, Bowls, and Nine=pins, &c, Yet how- 
ever George was more ingenious ; becauſe 
he infiances the particulars of bis Charge, 
and not like Mr. Da»ſox, to traduce in ge- 
neral terms, andinſtance in no particulars, 
Now if this was ill done in him, thus to re- 
port of Mr. Da»ſon, ſurely it cannot be well 
done of Mr, Danſe», thus to take up and 
Print Reports againſt me, 

Fourthly , Whereas Mr, Danſos ſaith, 
that ſuch is my Immortality, that they are 
aſhamed of me chat agree with me in opini- 


on; I demand how that can be, when I 


have converſed this 30. years among thoſe 
of my own opinion, and with whom I ſtill 
have my converſation through the Grace 
of God, whom I dare appeal to in this mar- 
ter, and who were the men, as Mr, Da»ſon 
confeſſeth in the 2 Page of his Epiſtle, that 
did ſabftirute me to diſpute with him, 
though he ſaith they are aſhamed of me, 
As to the ſecond parc of this charge, that 
] amadieſtable Arrian, and deny the God» 
head of ( hrift, for which all Chriſtians 
ſnould be aſhamed of me; this becauſe it is a 
particular inſtance , requires a particular 
Anſwer

Anſwer : I therefore deny that ever ] de- 
nied the Godhead of Chriſt , I did never 
by Word or Writiog aſſert any ſuch thing, 
but the contrary. andI challenge any man 
to prove it either from my Words or Wri- 
tings. for there is no other way of proof 
that I Know of, and to put the matter fur- 
ther out of doubt, and rowl away this re» 
proch, I do profeſs before God, Angels 
and Men, that Ido believe Jeſus Chriſt ro 
be God bleſſed for ever, Amen, according 
to Rom, 9, 5- not only my Lord, but my 
God, 7obn 20, 28, Andto the truth of chis 
I appeal to all Chriſtians that know me, 
whether I have not, and do not give Di- 
y.ne Honour and Adoration to Jeſus Chriſt 


* the Son of God, of whom the Author to the 


Hebrews thu$;ſpeaks, and which I do firmly 
believe, Heb. 1,8. But unto the Sox he ſauh, thy 
T hrone O God is for ever and ever: Whence it 
is not only men, bat even all the Angels of 
God are required to Worſhip h:m, Yer. 6, 

Laſt'y, upon the whole of this charge 1 de- 
mand, whether he thac publiſhes, or reports 
any one for ſcandalous and blaſphemous, 
( for ſuch is imorality and denying the 
Godhead of Chriſt ) and doth nor publiſh 
his Evidence,ought not juſtly to be ſuſp:R- 
ed to be the Author of thoſe reports, and 
the Inventor of choſe evil things, 
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After he hath done with this, he begins 
to beat me with barbariim, telling me that 
1 out-faced him, Epiſt, Page 3. That ] was 
more bo!d th:n wiſe ; becauſe I ſentto him 
ro deſire him to appoint time and place to 
view theCopy of the diſputes before I Prin- 
ted them, Epiſt, Page 4. Again in Page 
49. he ſaith, I make no Conſcience of lying 
to ſlur my Adverſary, and that I was rude 
and clamerous, and that he could not be heard 
for my rudeneſs, Page 40. Fo. He reflects 
upon my Trade, Page 8. Calls me tmpudence 
in the height, Page 58. Tells me / have a 
brow ef Braſs, Page 84, So in the diſpute be 
called me ignorant , diſingenions , impudent 
fellow, ſee my Book Page 156,158.and 
in Page 41. of his Book, he calls me 5g 0- 
and diſingeniour,upon the whole I demand of 
any man that hath not polluted his credit & 
his Conſcience to, whether ſuch words of 
chis Preacher are eyer like to Adminiſter 
Grace to either hearers or readers? 2where- 
as he charges me wich rude and uncivil be- 
haviour in general terms, I demand whether 
he hath inſtanced in all his Book of any one 
hard word, rude or uncivil expreſſion that 
fell from my lipsin the diſputations orfrom 
my Pen in the publiſhing of chem, though 
often provoked by his ill language, Ichal- 
lenge envy it ſelf to give me aninſtance 
anp 
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and yet this man complains of my rudeneſs, 
and in his Epiſtle Page 2, confidently tells his 
Reader, that thoſe that were abſent knew how 
1 demean'd myſelf as perfeft ly as they that were 
preſent : Surely be thinks all that know me 
have a Spiric of Divination, elſe they could 
never know my behaviour, :s PEXFECT- 
LT in their abſence, as if they were preſent 
with me, and ro make me amends, torall 
this he tells his Reader in his Epiſt e Page 6. 
that he forbears to jnlarpe ; becanſe it monld 
but give tht world a fight of radeneſs and im- 
pertenency in their natural deformity, Now 
the man think+ T muſt thank him for his fa- 
your, but I ſhall only fay, ful orum gratia 
in grata, He complains Page 65. that be 
could not be heard for my Stentorian woice, 4 
bard word, v:hich he tound in ſome of his 
Boys DiRionaries, taken from a Gracien, 
whoſe name was Stenter, who with his voice, 
it's ſaid, would make a greater noiſe then go. 
men together, ſuch a voice I have, if you 
will believe Mr. Danſon, thus this mans 
1 ongue doth traduce by inſtin, and is fo 
yenomour that it cannot touch unleſs it ſting, 
.and his Pen drops a train of ſly and malicious 
words, and that ( he thinks) is enoughto 
'blow up any ones reputation by this Art ( as 
one well obſerves) Men are wonnd:d with 
donbtful intimations, and ftab'd with an 0b- 
"l1que 
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like look,t 1 bnt raiſing ſuſpicions, and an in» 
different Logitian will find out the Catagorical 
meanings of thoſe oblique reprechings,and as if 
flinders lay point blank with che level of his 
Genus he begins ro ſow thisSeed in the mor- 
ning of bisBook,and inthe evening of itthis 
hand doth not reſt ; he ſaith in the cloſe of 
hisBook, That there is nut aruder ſort of perple 
( the quakers not excepred) then the Armimian 
Anabaptiſts & this he ſays is the common op» 
on that ſober perſons bave of them, thus you 
ſee that one perſon is roo mean a prey, for 
his greatSpirit co quarry upon, awhole party 
1s little enough to fall by his fatalblows, thus 
as with the Jaw bone of an Aſs heaps upon 
heaps we fa'l by thouſands, I ſhall cloſe 
this with a ſober ſaying of Dr, S;bs upon 
the Canticles Pape 285. This ( ſaithbe) is 
a thing that ſprings from the poiſonous pride 
of mens hearts, that when they cavnot raiſe 
themſelves by their own a they wit] ex. 
deavonr to do it by the ruining anothers credit, 
Thus Mr, Crandon, Mr. Eres, Mr, Bagſhaw, 
deals with Mr, Faxter, the former by ſo- 
lemnly accuſing him in print fora Ppift, 
and the ſecond by charging him alſo in 
Print, that when he writ againſt Antine- 
w ans, that he meant An5papiſts, and that 
he was a Soiniay, and a Papiſt, and 4 Fe- 
ſur, 10 confeifion of Faith , Page 6. the 
latter 
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latter, viz. Mr, Bagſhaw accuſeth him for 
one of the worſt ſort of Hereticks , Bagſhaw 
Defence of the Antidote , in his Advyertiſe- 
ment at the latter end of the Pook : And 
this way the 7eſaits went to defame Lather 
and Calvin, by ſpreading it abroad , that 
they denied the Majeſty of God , aud the Dei» 
ty of Chriſt. This way Mr, Edwards in his 
Gangrena took to beſpatter all perſons whoſe 
Opinions he could not confute; and this 
way Mr. Dasſon takes to befpatter me, as if 
his deſign were more to blaſt his Adverſa- 
ries Fame, then to confute his Errou:s ; and 
for the better effeRting of- it, his Book a- 
bounds with uncouth and bald Similitudes, 
thereby to affet the ears of the vulgar, 
whoſe temper is aptly ſuited to ,receive ill 
impreſſions. ' 

In page 57. of his Book, when he could not 
reply to the force of my Anſwer, he inſtead 
of rejoyning, tells his Reader, that my Am. 
{mer did me no more ſervice , thin a Meuſe 
ftruggling to get out of 4 Tar-barrel, and 
in his Epiſtle, page 2. as if he had lately 
been at a Cock-fighting, he faith, 7f be 
ſhould not have diſputed, I wonld have crowed 
hike a Cock, on a Danghill; but to whom 
this ſimilitude is beſt applied, may eaſily he 
diſcerned : for when 1 ſent a Letter to Mir. 
Dayſev, to tell him I could not meet at the 
T, me 
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"time he appointed me, and to which 1 neye” 
apreed, yet this man ſent me word in a Let” 
ter, that he would not alter the time, 
(though of his own appointing) bur accord- 

' ingly met ( if I may uſe bisphraſe ) upon his 
own Dunghill , viz the place of his own 
appointing, where he took the liberty to 
crow, fufficiently knowing before that there 
would be none to oppoſe him. He further 
2ddes, asif he had been ata Fencing-School, 
that if he had not diſputed, my party World 
have gone awa) ſinging, IO TRIO/MPHE : 
And in page 6. of his Epiſtle, as if he had 
jarely been at the Bear. Garden, he comes in 
with his Beariſh Similijtude, and tell me, That 
like the Bear I licked my Cubs into a better 
ſhape then they bad at their Birth, Sure this is 
barbaroas Engliſh for a Schollar to talk of 
the Birth of Bears: Apain , in his Epiſtle 
page 5. he ſaith 7 made him father my brats. 
Ts not this rich Rhetorick ? But his ſtock of 
Similitudes being all exhauſted, he goes a bor- 
rowing of a greazy one of Dr. Tho. Good- 
win, as himſelf confeffeth in his Book, page 
37. by which he would compare the increaſe 
of Grace to making of Candles; hen a 
Candle ([aith he) ts put into a Fat of boyled 
T allow, every time it us put in, it comes ont 

bigger and bigger, &c, Really it argues a 
man hath but a little Learning, and a very 

| barren 
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barren Wit that muſt go a borrowing for 


ſach ſorry Similitudes; Thus you fee he 


loves to diſport himſelf with Tropes, Meta- 
phors, and Similirudes, ut to proceed, his 
Lopick correſponds with his Rhetorick ; for 
if 1t be true as he faith, (then which noching 
is more falſe) that I did not rightly |:y down 
ſome two or three of his Arguments in his 
own terms, and if it were true, that ſome- 
times I deny'd the major when the Syllogiſm 
was Hypothetical, and therefore ſhould have 
dznyed the Conſequence rather ,: ſuppoſe all 
this that he corre&s me for, were deleryed- 
ly to be correRed, yet that which he doth 
not deny when I accuſe him of it, I hope 
that may be taken for granted, (and that his 
ſilence herein, according to the Proverb, 
may well be interpreted for conſent) and 
and then let the Reader but conſider how 
oftenTI charged him in the Diſpute wich beg- 
ging the Queſtion, inſtead of proving ir 
with attempting to make Arguments ſeveral 
times one after another, and could not for a 
long time conclude the Queſtion ; fee page 
84. to 91, of my Book : And did not I 
in the Diſputation thrice appeal to his Friend 
Mr. Fowler, who alſo gave it againſt him? 
which did nor fatisfie him, but fill he woul4 
have argued without concluding the Queſti. 
on in debate, See pape 94. how often did [ 
charge 
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charge him with running in a Ring, and diſ- 
purting circularly , and of falſe Syllogiſms, 
arguing idem per 5dem, toall which he makes 
no detence, bur faich page 43. I wrong'd 
him by ſaying, be arzued chat what ever 
was potential hath beendone; yet as if the 
man and his ſenſes were parted, he confeſſerh 
he argued, that if Believers can fall away, 
ſome hive; and that he did argue a poſſe ad 
eſſe, wh.ch is in Engliſh the ſame thing , 
therefore I conclude, that he being conſcious 
of the Truth of what I charged him with- 
all, he thought ir the beſt way to paſs it over 
in ſilence, as be doth thoſe Quotations our 
of St. Auſtin, where I ſhew beyond con- 
tradiction, that not onely Fe , but Proſper 
and Fulgentizs, and the Church of God for 
thirteen or fourteen hundred years were of 
my mind touching the Point in Queſtion, 
which he makes no reply to, though this 
was ſtifly denied in the Diſputacion. 

Again, page 43. of my Book, I cnarge 
him with raking up my Interpretation of 
the firſt of John to confute the Duakers, 
when he diſcourſed with chem; and with 
taking up the Quakers Interpretation of 
the ſame Text, to confate me, as any man 
may ſee, that compareth 42, 43, 44, 45+ of 
my Book, with page 3, 4. & 6.36, & 44. of 
his Book called The Lnakers folly, _— 

c 
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hoſe fraudulent Chapmen, that bave one 
weight to buy by, and another to fell by. 
Now he in bis late Book, inſtead of anſwer. 
ing ſo material an Objection. tells the Rea- 
der page 9. that it is ſo trivial, that it de- 
ſerves a [mile rather then an anſwer : An 
eaſie way to anſwer ObjeRions, which was 
a frequent humourin Mr. Da»/ſos, and ma- 
ny others of his way then preſent at the 
Diſputation, to fall a laughing and ſeoffing, 
on purpoſe to animate the people in ſodo. 
ing ; ſee my Book page 114, 115. for no 
other reaſon , but becauſe I cold them thar 
the Seed of God, 1 7ch» 2, might be under- 
ſtood for the Word of God, according as 
Chriſt interprets the phraſe, 17a. 13, And 
though I blamed him and them in their Dif- 
Futacions for their Levicy; yet he neicher 
denies the Charge, nor makes any other De- 
fence, But I underſtand that this is not the 
firſt time that he and his party hatch been 
charged with ic, George Whitehead in Print 
complaining of it, 1n his Account of the 
Diſputations between him and Mr. Danſon, 
though I confeſs Mr. Da»/oz ſaich more for 
himſelf in bis reply to George Whitehead, 
then his conſcience would ſuffer him to ſay 
in his reply to me, viz. that he did ſpeak fe- 
veral times to ſtill the people or his Perſwa- 
{;on when he diſputed with the Packers, 
though 
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though te wonid neyer open his lips upon 
that account , in his diſputing with me; 
though he ſiw me take ſo much pains to in- 
treat thoſe of his party to be ſilent and 
civil. | 

Likewiſe when I charge him with ſaying, 
he-Ttould nat prove his majer Propoſition, 
Rage 84. fo great was the ſtraight he was 
then in, thathe is nor yet out of 1t, forelſe 
we ſhould haye heard him ſay ſomething 
for himſclf-in his Reply, bur not a word 
of this. 

Another miin thing he gives the go.by, 
is my charging tis Do&rine wich Novelty, 
and to ſymbolize with antinominianiſm, to 
thoſe many Inltances I bring of the Anti- 
quity of che contrary Opinion, quoted by 
Mr. Baxter out of St. Aſtin, and others, 
he ſaich nothing , bur quotes Dr Kendall, 
Hier, Zanch See bjsBook page 80,8 1 bur 
not a word whit they ſay , and ſurrher tell 
us, that St. Aſtin writ a Book at perſey, 
San't, and diftingniſheth often betWrern com- 
won and [p:cial grace : But what is this to 
the purpoſe > Dath this take off the force of 
what St. «Aſtin ſaith about the poſſib.li:y 
of true Believers falling awiy, ( which I 
urged in my Book once and again, and he 
{iith nothing ty ir) and to whatlI alledg'd 
out of Mr, Baxter, he faith page 81. that 
worthy 
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worthy perſon doth nat determine againſt what 
he holds , What a-jizce of impertinency is 
here? Do not I ſay once «and again, page 
173, 175. that though it was not Mir. Bax- 
ter, own perſwaſion, yet he confeſſeth it was 
the perſwaſion of the Church of God for 
thirteen or fourteen hundred years; and for 
this Mr. Baxter quotes good Authority, 
which inſtead of taking off, he taich nor a 
word to, onely tells his Reader what I cold 
him before, that Mr. Baxer diſſents from me, 
Bur what is this co the purpoſe, unleſs I had 
charged Mr. Baxter with being of my Opl- 


mon. 


But the Antient Churches, as well as Mo- 
dern, which 1 do ſay were of my mind, Mr. 
Dan/on hath no mind co meddle with ; and 
whereas I do charpe their Dotrine to ſym- 
bolize with Antinomianiſmiin many f arcicu- 
lar Inſtances, too plain to be deny'd ; inſtead 
of taking off thoſe Inſtances, he brings in 
Mr. Carril, to whom he faith he ſubſcribes, 
which , ſaith be , ſpeaks the ſenſe of them, 
( meaning of thoſe men whoſe B9oks 1 
quote) ſee his Book pige 81. where he 
quores theſe paſſiges from v r. Carri?, 0a of 
his Comment ufo thele words, 7ob 0. 15, 
If I be wicked, wor rintome, &c, They (faich 
he) pur dangerous ſuppoſicions contrary to 
this, that ſay, Let a goaly man be never [v 
Wicked, let him ſin as much 4 be will, yet it 
ſhalt be Well with him | this faith Mr. Dan- 

B ſoa 
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on is the langnage of ſuch as Dr. Criſp, which 
My. Ives quotes, and we diſown ;andthen 
he adds, thowgh there be a truth init, that 
how much ſoever a godly man fonneth he ſhall 
be pardened. For che unriddling this Riddle, 
I muſt make theſe enquiries. 

Firſt, Whether ic be not as dangerous a 
ſuppoſition to ſuppoſe that it a godly man fin 
never ſo much, he ſhall be pardoned, as to 
ſuppoſe that if a godly man be never ſo 
wicied, it ſhill be well with him, ſince the 
jatter of theſe Mr. Carri! and Mr, Da»ſon both 
fay is contrary to what ob ſuppoſech ; but 
the former they ſay hath a cruch in ir. 

Secondly, Since Mr. Darſos ſaith, that 
it i the langnage of ſuch as Dr. Crilp to ſay, 
that let a godly man ſin never ſo much it ſhall 
be well with him, which ( ſaith he) « the 
language Which we diſowpn , yer withall he 
« adds, that there ts a truth im it, that how 
much ſoever a goaly man fins he ſhall be par: 
doned ; whereupon I demand how Mr. Dan- 
ſon can diſown ir, and ia the next Sentence 
ſay there is a truth jnit ? 

Thirdly, I demand howit can be a dange- 
rous ſuppoſition, and yet a true ſuppoſition ? 
To ſuppoſe that if a godly man fins never ſo 
much he ſhall be pardoned 3 for he faith 
there is a truth in ic, and yet faith ic is dans 
gerous , but what danger is there to aſſert 
and believe a truth, unleſs it bea danger to 
Mr, Dan»ſons reputation when his people ſhall 
= pat- 
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Terceive him fo palpably contradiQtious to 
bimſelf > 
Fourchly, Whereas Mr. Carril and Mr. 
Da»yſon ( both ſay ) that there isa cruth in 
that ſuppoſition, that how much ſoever a god 
ly man fins he ſhall be pardoned ; andyecin 
the next words tells us, that the Scriptare 
ſeth no ſuch language. And Mr. Carril 
( upon the fame place in Fob ) ſaith, The 
Spirit of God makes no ſuch ſnppoſition ; and 
the form of wholeſome words, teacheth every 
man rather to (peak thus, if I am wicked 
woe unto me ; Hence I demand how there 
can be atruth in any divine Do#trin which 
1s not the language of holy Scripture ? No 
marvail Mr, Davxſox was angry, and called 
Rea conceited ignorant Fellow, when | called 
upon him for a plain Text to prove his Do- 
arine, ſee my Book, page 156. ſince he ſaith 
there is a truth in this Doctrine, though ( he 
ſaith ) 5t be wot the language of the Scripture, 
wor according to the form of wholeſomewords. 
He that can reſolve theſe queſtions, and 
can reconcile ſuch palpable contradictions, 
ſhall be my wagums Apollo ( vis. ) thata 
Doqtrine can be dangerous and contrary to 
what ob ſpeaks, and yet true, a ſuppoſition 
as the Spirit of God no where ſuppoſeth, 
and which is not found in the language of ho- 
ly Scripture, and form of wholeſome words, 
and yer true, and which Mr. Danſo bimſelf 
faith he diſowns, "and yet after all this ſaith, 
i B 2 ther 
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thereis atruth init ! When Mr. Dax/o hath 
reconciled theſe Sentences, I will have them 
adyanced into the number of Orthodox para- 
doxes. But what is all chis to the matter ob- 
j*Red in pape 104 of my book ( v2.) that 
Mr, Danſos ſaith in his book of the 2 uakers 
folly, page 38. That David when be was guil- 
ty of Mnrder and Adultry, Was nit in a con- 
demned, but a juſtified fate, Thisthough I 
charge him with it once and again ; yet like 
a man afraid or aſhamed, he pzfleth by ir, 
and faith nothing at all coit, and whereas I 
charge others of chem ( in divers of their 
books which I refer to in my Appendix ) 
with ſaying rhe regenerate dye in Chriſt, though 
they dye 12 impenitency ; and that the people of 
God need mot quiſtion their condition, though 
their fins be never ſo great ;, and that God low- 
ed the Corinthians in their Adalteries, Tdola- 
tries, and ungoadlyneſs, as much as When they 
were believers, Waſhed, juſtified, and ſantti- 
fied. And that it us not the manner of Gods 
people to confeſs and forſake their ſin in oraey to 
Salvation, and that they that cannot preach 
men ſins are forgives, till they ſee them repent 
and reform their liver, are ignorant preach» 
ers, and that n0 fin any true believer can com- 
mit, can move God to hate them, neither will 
God love them ever awhit the worſe, though 
they commit never ſo many and ſo great ſins ; 
Theſe are the Antinomian norions I charge 
Mr, Dw/on and diyers of his Brechren w_ 
an,

all, of which charge he in his book promiſed 
to clear them. See his Epiſtle to his book, 
page 6. Burt l think they will never givehim 
thanks for his labour, when they ſhallftind 
that he takes no notice of all theſe pernicious 
doqrines, aſſerted by them, and charged up+ 
on them, as any one may ſee that reads his 
book ; but inſtead of clearing them, brings 
Mr. Carril to ſpeak the ſame thing tor them 
all, by which he confirms the whole charge, 
( viz. ) that if a godly man ſins never ſo much, 
it ſhall be forgiven him, though the Scripture 
( faith he) »ſerh no ſuch language. Butif 
this godly man have not ſinned himſelf our of 
his ſenſes, he will never believe ſuch Mini- 
ſters that tell them of pardons that are not to 
be found in the Scriptures, nor ſuppoſed by 
the ſpirit of God, as Mr. Carril and Mr. 
Danſon confeſſeth , ſee Mr. Carril upon fob 
IO, 16, and vr, Danſon ſubſcribing to bim 
in his book page81.. Surel am alittle tick- 
et from Rome ( as one calls it ) will as foon 
aſlure a godly man of pardon, though he ſins 
never ſo much (as Mr, Danſoz can aflure 
him in the like caſe, if ſuch doQrines arc not 
the language - of holy Scripture ) For would 
not this be a wonderful Cordial to a godly 
man in an hour of defertion and temptation, 
to tell him that he need not be caſt down , for 
thouSh he hath finned never ſo mach agaiaſt 
God he ſhall be pardoned ; and to aſſure him 
of. the cruth of chis comfortable Do&rine 
B 3 | cell 
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tell him Mr, Danſox ſaith, and Mr, Carril 
ſaith, theres a truth in it, though it be not 
the langnage of holy Scripture. Were it not 
much beecer tor this godly man to fend for a 
Romiſh Prieſt, and take abſolution from him, 
for in ſo doing he ſhall have the Faith of their 
Chorch for his aſſurance, though he hath no 
word of God for it, and I think that as good, 
if not better, theo the afſurance of ſuch par- 
dons Mr. Da»ſon talks of , which he ſaith are 
not found in the language of holy Scripture. 
Other aniinomian paſſages he hath, p. 3 2. 
33. Which like the Papiſts he accounts for 
truth, though they are not found in the lan» 
guape of the holy Scripture, ( v4z, ) ther 
David in his committing Murder, and Adul. 
try, did never wickedly departtfrom God, 
and to prove this, he ſuborns the 182th. Pſalm 
for a witneſs, where David lays, I have not wick 
edly departed from Ged : whence he infers, that 
David never wickedly departed from him. 
but whoever conſiders 2 Sam 22, ſhall find 
thatDavid likewiſe iaith,that he did net depart 
from Gods ſtatutes, and Pſal.119.v. 101,102. 
I have ( faith David ) vefrained my feet from 
every evil Way, and I have net departed from 
thy judgments, May not a manas well argue 
that David never ſinned, becauſe he ſaith, 7 
. have refr ained my feet from every evil Way,and 
that he bad never departed fromGods ſtatutes 
becauſche faith, have not departed from them, 
as fay as Mr, D«»/0n ſaith,chat becauſe David 
: ſays, 
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fays, 1 have not wickedly departew from God, 
that therefore he never wickedly departed 
from him; For by the ſame parity of reaſon 
that David did not wickedly depart from Cod 
in the committing Murder, and Adultry, be- 
cauſe he ſays, 1 have not Wickedly departed 
from God : I fay by the ſame reaſon he did not 
ſin in committing Murder, and Adulery ; be- 
cauſe the Scripture hkewile fays in the fore- 
cited places, that he had refrained his feet 
from every evil way. | 

Again, we have more of this Antinomian 
Spirit moying upon the Superficies of the 30th, 
and 31f p, of his book, in words at length 
and not in figures, he faith, though Chrift 
might juſtifie a divorce ,, yet 4t appears not that 
he will ſue ont one againſt any believer that is 
gnilty of bodily Adultry. 

This is the man that tells his Reader in his 
Epiſtle, p- 6, that he will windicate their do- 
Arine from the charge of Antinomianiſm, and 
that he diſowns the language of ſuch as Lv. 
Criſp, &c. p 88. 

Now in p. 155, of my book, Fquete Dr. 
Grifp in his Sermon of Chrsft i the way, ſaying» 
that if a believer be overtaken with a groſs ſin, 
wone dare ſerve a Writ of Damnation upon him. 

And though Mr. Danſonz would make his 
Reader bdicve , he difowns Dr. Criſp &c. 
yet he ſaith the ſame thing ; for he ſaith, Chrs/# 
will not [ne ont 4 divorce againſt a believer, 
thengh guilty of bedily Adwirry, Dr. CrifÞ. 

B 4 ſaith, 
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ſaith, none can ſerve a Writ of Damnation 
pon them, though they are guilty of groſs 
firs. Thus you may ſee Bow Mr, Danſor 
clears himſelf of Antomianiſm, and diſowns 
Dr. Cri#þs Language, juſt like him that to 
clear himſelf of worſhipping the ſimilitude of 
the Virgin Afary, and to diſown any ſuch 
charge ſaid, that he did not worſhip her ſimi- 
litude ; bur he worſhipped her likeneſs; after 
this rate doth Mr. Da»ſendiſown Dr, ( 755, 
and Antinomianiſm, 

[now procced to anſwer his falſe charges 
rouching our conferences, which I doubt nor 
but I ſhall diſcharge my ſelf of in the judg- 
ment of all impartial perſons, at a better rate 
then Mr. Dasſon hath cleared himſelf of An- 
tomianiſm, 

The two main things he charges my book, 
with is, omiſſions of many things that paſt in 
the Diſputes ; and aflerting ſome things to 
have been fpoken by him, that he never ſpoke. 

TothisI anſwer, Firit, that I did not write 
out the Diſpates my ſelf , but they were writ 
out by a perſon that is neither Presbyrerian, 
nor Anabaptiſt, who took both days conferen- 
ces in ChiraRers; and had no reaſonthat I 
know of, to be partial, and who is ready if 
need be to atfeſt upon: Oath, chat thoſe things 
were afferted by Mr. Da»/onin the conferen- 
ces which he denies in his book ; among which, 
rhis is one paſſage, in page $3. of my book, 
( viz. ) that whatever i potential hath _ 
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done : this Mr. Davſon in tie 434d p. of his 
book ſaith, were not bis but my words 

But beſides what may be evidenced by bim 
that writ che Diſpute, that theſe were Mr. 


'Danſons words, 1 offer the conſideration of 


what is publiſhed in p 83, $4 of my book, 
where this very propoſition of Mr. Daz/ons, 
was more largely debarcd him, and l preſſed 
him to the proot of ir, to that height, that 
be was forced to anſwer he could not prove it ; 
as any may ſee that reads my book p. $4 and

Beſides ( as Mr. Danſ/on deridiogly tells bis 
Reader once and apain ) I had all my Argu. 
ments written in-my Norte Rook, and ſo might 
be betrer capable to corre any error in the 
Scribe. then Mr. Daxſon, who was (0 far from 
having Arguments in his hand, chat at ſome 
turns he had none in his head, but ſometimes 
when he was right.in his Premiſes, he was out

this diſtinftion that the command was poſſible in 
it ſelf, or inrelation to the ſubjeftt commanded, 
but not poſſible with reſpefF to the decree of God.
